ON CYPRUS AND GREEK CYPRIOT PRESS ALLEGATIONS THAT THE REPORT 
SPEAKS OF PROGRESS AT VIENNA VI. BEGIN TEXT QUOTE 
IN PRESIDENT CARTER’S REPORT NO MENTION IS MADE OF PROGRESS 
IN THE VIENNA TALKS. ON THE CONTRARY. IT IS STRESSED THAT 
THERE HAS BEEN NO BREAKTHROUGH IN THE DEADLOCK, AND THAT 
THE TWO SIDES ARE STILL FAR APART IN THEIR VIEWS. THE
